PARIS, July 21.—An invention of 

enormous importance to aviation, and 
one which will mark an epoch-in the 
history of flying, has just been made 
public. : 
_It}:is the stabilisator, which will 
maintain autometically the equilibrium 
of an aeroplane and control its flight 
at a speed only limited by the nerve 
and skill of the pilot. “The effect of 
this appliance, says M. Doutre, the in- 
ventor, is to make impossible the most 
frequent cause of aeroplane accidents, 
namely, the upsetting of a machine’s 
equilibrium in volplaning, and coming 
to earth. 

It is not only efficacious in theory, he 
says, for it has already been tested pri- 
vately in more than 800 flights in every 
kind of weather and in the worst winds, 
In all these flights, in which a number 
yof French military aviation experts 
have taken part, there has not been a 
single accident, nor even the smallest 
damage to any part of the air vessel. 

The stabilisating apparatus is fixed 
below the seat of the pilot, and is com- 
posed of two distinct parts, the first of 
which registers the pressure of the 
wind. against the aeroplane Wille in 
motion, and the second’ measures the 
variations of speed. ‘The first part is a 
round metal plate, with its surface per- 
pendicular to the length of the aero- 
plane, and moves backward and for- 
ward on sliding rods attached to 
springs. It is exposed to the full force 
of the wind. When this force is suffi- 
cient or more than sufficient to support 
an aeroplane safely, the plate is forced 
back as far as-it will go by the wind, 
and when in this position automatically 
tends to keep the equilibrator or rudder, 
which is fixed on a horizontal axis, in

The other part of the instrument, for] 
registering the wariations in the speed 
of aeropl posed of movable 
masses of m gliding upon rods, and 
tending also to be held in position by a 
spring. As the time and speed of an 
aeroplane altef, the metal masses, by 
the inerita of their weight, slide back- 
ward or forward upon rods. 

The apparatus works in conjunction 
with a wind indicator, and the motions 
of both are, by an ingenious arrange- 


ment, conveyéd to a single rod which j sailed 


passes on the resultant of the two 
forces, and by means of what is called 
a servo motor, actuated by compressed 
air, continually changes the angle of 
the equilibrator. 

When the speed of an aeroplane de- 
creases, the rudder or equilibrator is 
turned downward, and goes upward 
when the speed eppropches the danger- 
ous. 

M. ‘Doutre, the inventor, states he 
has algo perfected a supplementary sta- 
bilisator, which will maintain a per· 
fect lateral equilibrium. If this is so, 
it would appear that flying will be as 
safe as any other form of locomotion. 
At all-events, what he has already done 
will, it is asserted, revolutionize the 
science!of aviation.

BERNSTEININ ANOTHER DUEL. 


Author Wounds Léon. Daudet with Ra- 
pler' After Pistols Had Been Used.

PARIS, July 2L—Another duel, this 
time under particularly severe condi- 
tions, was fought this evening by Henri 


the Royalist Journal. - 

The duel, like in's other en- 
campaign waged by the Roy 
against his play “ Apres Moi,” which, 
the face_of nightly riots, had to be 
withdrawn from the Comédie Fran- 
caise. M. Dandet, who took a leading 
part in the frenzied campaign against 
Bernstein, had at first contemptuously 
refused the author a challenge on the 
ground that Bernstein once refused to 
fight a duel. 

To-night’s duel was in — to the" 
majority of such meetings, being fought 
in deadly earnest. 

The ,conditions were that four shots 
were to be exchanged at twenty-five 
paces. Should neither adversary be 
hurt, it was arranged that the duel be 
refought to a finish ‘with swords. 

The gfeatest secrecy was observed re- 
garding the time and place, but on ar- 
riving at the Parc des Princes at 6 this 
evening, the duelists found a } 
crowd of photographers and — 
All strangers were ejected, and MM. 
Bernstein and Daudet, both extremely 
calm, took up the positions assigned 
them. At a signal given by the well- 
known J. J. Renaud, both fired shots 
which rang simultaneously. Neither 
was struck, and:after changing pistols 
they fired again, also without result. 

The opponents then adjourned to the 
asphalt and continued the duel with 
swords. Both fought desperately, and 
their rapiers had to be changed three 
times. 

M. Daudet was —— once, and 
M. Bernstein was scratched. 

The duel came to a close by M. Dau- 
det receiving a serious wound on the 
right wrist. The duelists left the 
ground without shaking hands.

TAFT nutes GET MIRED’ 


President’s Car Forced Through

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Aftey the 
most extraordinary automobile run he 
has ever had President Taft got out: to 
the Bull Run battlefield this afternoon 
for thé celebration of the semi-centennial 
of the first great fight of the civil war. 
In an address to the veterans of both 
arinies that fought on that field Pres- 
ident told of the, accomplishments for 
world ‘ peace now being made, largely 
threugh the efforts of his Administration, 
e | #hnouncing that the general arbitration 
treaty with France awaits only the for- 
thal signatures of the plenipotentiaries, 
and that’similar. treaties with three other 
nations are happily progressing. 

The President left his auditors to guess 
as to the identity of the three other na- 
ticns, but it is.well‘ known that Great. 
Britain fs one of them. From the efforts 
which have been made to interest Ger- 
inany in the plan it is understaridabje that 
that Government is one of the remaining 
two, but there fs no authoritative infor- 
mation as to the third. 

It has been suggested frequently since 
Great Britain and France commenced the 
negotiations that Japan might also be in- 
terested, and the readjustment of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance to enable -Great 
Britain to sign 4he arbitration treaty was 
taken here as evidence of Japan’s willing- 
ness to consider the question. But the 
most recent Administration information 
regarding the possible participation of 
Japan in such negotiations was adverse. 

The suggestion is made this evening 
that the Netherlands may be the third 
country that the President had in mind 
when he made his speech. 

The President led up to this announce- 
ment by the natural contrast between 
war and peace, which the occasion sug- 
gested. He referred first to the deeds 
of war done on that field, and then 
turned to the great movement for world 
Peace mow going on.

RECORD OF THE LEGISLATURE 


Laws Favoring New York and Those 
Against It—$6,000,000 Saved. 


Special to’ The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 21,—At the Legislature 
just closed there has been more New York 
City legislation than in any recent session. 
There were introduced about 600 bills 
affecting New York City. This is a 20 
per cent. increase over the record, of last 
year. Among these measures there were 
many providing for the increase of salaries 
for city officials put into office by Tam- 
many Hall. A number of new places have 
been created for Tammany’s benefit, and 
the raid of the recent Legislature, which 
entered upon ##a. work with economy as 
{ts watchword, on the city treasury, will 
be to the tune of millions, though in many 
instances Gov. Dix has placed. his: veto 
power between New York City’s coffers 
and the lawmakers who would loot them. 

The timely intervention..of Gov. Dix 
alone prevented the eleventh hour passage 
without due deliberation of a new Charter 
which would have increased to a danger- 
ous degree the influence of Tammany Hall 
in the administration of New York City. 

But the bills affecting New York City 
have not all been bad measures. Perhaps 
the most important programme of legis- 
lation in the interest of New York City’s 
finances which has been p.grapeaet in the 
last ten years is embodi in a series. of 
bills proposed by Controller Prendergast 
and introduced in the Legislature by As-4 
semblymen Shortt of Richmond and Foley 
of New York. The Shortt bill provides for 
the semi-annuai callection of taxes in 
New York—a plan which it is calculated 
will save the city about $2,000,000 annual- 
ly in interest oq city bonds, inasmuch as 
it will make a 
borrowing on revenue 

One of the —2 s provides for the 
use by the city of corporate stock notes 
in the anticipation of the issue of cor- 
porate stocks.

GERMANY TO SEND CRUISERS?| 


Outrages on Germans Occasion Semi-

Prisoners; Scieashing vith hese. 
Y Are Flung Out When Fabroni- 
and Their Lawyer. Quarrel. 


One Prisoner Falls In a Fit—dudge, 
Unable to Maintain Order, Ad- 
Journs’ the Session, 


VITERBO, Italy, July 21.—The most 


date was provoked to-day by a personal 
dispute between Capt: Fabron! and Law- 
_yer Lioy. In the tumult that followed 
all the other lawyers fled from the room, 
Enrico Alfano and Gennaro Abbatemag- 
gio, the informer, were thrown out by the 
Carabineers, Giovanni Bartolozzi fell im 
a fit, and President Bianchi, helplesé to 
maintain -order,“ declared the session ad- 
journed, 

Throughout the hubbub ‘Fabron! stood, 
Pale and impassive. ‘As the courtroom 
was being cleared he said: 

“The Camorra; in or out of court, ‘can’t 
intimidate me.” 

Fabroni, Captain of ‘the Neapolitan 
Carabineers, was assigned by the Ministry 
of Justice to uproot the Camorra. The 
last few days he has told on the stand the 
results of his detective work and the op- 
erations of his associates,’ Marshal Capiz- 
zuti and Marshal Farris. 

Alessandro’ Lioy, now attorney for the 
defense, formerly edited a newspaper. 
Fabroni has testified that revelations 
against the Camorra made by Editor 
Lioy were not in harmony with the claims 
set up by Lawyer Lioy in defense of his 
clients. Bitter personal feeling between 
the lawyer and the detective has resulted. 

When court opened to-day Capt. Fab- 
roni was asked by Cavaliere Santoro, ‘the 
Crown Prosecutor, whether the assertion 
of ZaneMi, that Marshal Capizzuti had 
tried to influence him to swear falsely 
against his fellow-prisoners, were true, 
Fabroni replied : 

“ Zanelli is the scum of criminality. Ins 
deed, it was Lioy who, through Zanelli, 
attempted to buy witnesses for the de- 
fense,” 

This reflection) on the la r raised the 
first storm. Lioy screamed like a mad- 
man. Abbatemaggio, notwithstanding the 
caution of- the President, joinéd in the 
row in support of the Captain: ‘Enrico Al- 
fano, thé alleged head of the Camo led 
the others of the accused in a ch of 
invectives directed against Fabron! and 
Abbatemagzgio. 

So the storm grew greater, the Presi- 
dent vainly striving to head it off. 
Finally he ordered Abbatemaggio and Al- 
fano removed from the room. They were 
not disposed to go quietly, and continued 
their cries and curses until seized by Car- 
abineers and dragged from the court. 

* For a little while there’ was calm, and 
the President took advantage of the oppor- 
turiity to admonish all t avoid petecnel 
ties, 

“We should aim only at the triumph of 
truth as it is-directly connected with the 
trial of this case, We must not’ go into 
personalities;™ he said. 

‘With much feeling Fabroni replied: 

“For years I have stood the insults of | 
this- man Lioy without trying him: before 
the courts, because’ I considered him, not 
@ criminal, but a person whose mental fac- 
ulties were unbalanced.” ‘\ 

Other words than those he used would 
fail to describe the fury of Lioy's retort 
to this reflection upon his sanity. The 
language was not polite. The lawyer con- 
cluded by calling the witness a hypocrite. 
Fabroni answered promptly : F 

“ A greater hypocrite than yourself does 
not exist.” 

The exchange had again stirred the

Uniess all expectations are disap- 
pointed, Congress will to-day make good 
our part of the reciprocity. arrange- 
ment with Canada. Nothing then will 
remain’ except the ratification of the

Their Hands Do Not Indicate Hour of 
Abraham Lincoln’s Death, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In glancing over last Sunday’s Times I 
noticed a letter on jewelers’ dummy signs and

MAKE TAXIS PAY FOR STANDS. 


Hotels and Restaurants Get Ten Times 
the City’s Fee from the Companies.

COMPENSATION FOR WORKERS 


Urged In Briefs the Civic Federation 
Will Present to Congress. 


Francis .Lynde Stetson, P. Tecumseh 
Sherman, and W. J. Morgan have prepared 
a brief for presentation by the National 
Civic Federation to Congress in support 
of the Federation's Workmen's Compen- 
sation bill. The object is to bring argu- 
ments in favor of compulsory compensa- 
tion before the Congressional Commission 
on Employers’ Liability and Workmen's 
Compensation.

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NO NEW CHOLERA CASES. 


Steerage Passengers from One Ship 
Will Be Landed To-day. 


‘ 


Hoffman Island yesterday and no deaths 
occurred on Swinburne Island. The cabin 
passengers of the Principe di Piedmonte, 
which came in from Naples on Thursday 
and which Dr, Doty held up until a bac- 
teriological examination could be made of 
‘all her steerage passengers, were released 
yesterday. The steerage passengers will 
be kept,on board for another twenty-four 
hours until the bacteriological examina- 
tions are-completed. 

No ships from the Italian cholera zone 
arrived yesterda. The San Giorgio and the 
Berlin will arrive in a day or two from 
Mediterranean ports. The San Giorgio 
will have no steerage passengers on board. 
She sailed from Naples ten days ago on 
the very day that the Italian Govern- 
ment. ordered that all ‘prospective steer- 
age passengers be kept in the preliminary 
quarantine for-ten instead of five days. 
So she had to-leave all her steerage pas- 
sengers behind. 

While’ no official statement has been 
issued, it was understood yesterday in 
shipping circles-that the lines engaged in 
the passenger trade between New York, 
Boston and Mediterranean. ports have 
agreed to cut out Patermo and Naples 
and call only at Genoa while. the. cholera 
epidemic lasts. The Hastern liners that 
call at Naples on their way to and from 
the Suez Canal have omitted to stop at 
that port for the last four weeks and stop 
at Genoa instead. 

Commissioner: Isaac F. Cohen, who is 
associated with Judge Charles M. Bulger 
in the investigatién into Quarantine con- 
ditions, said yesterday that the inquiry 
would be continued next week, although 
none of Dr. Doty’s employes will be called 
away from their dutiés at Quarantine sta- 
tion until the present cholera situatian is 
relieved.

Marston, the young coal company em- 
ploye who sold Quarantine $15,000 worth 
of coal last year, when, during 1909 and
